Contes ta nts 
From 


Eight Counties Compete for 


Honors . 


The first spelling contest ev er con­ 
ducted b y the pub lic schools of the 
fourth congressional 
district, 
was 
held in the Shields high school b uild­ 
ing in this city today. The contestants 
who participated in the “b ee” were 
the winners in tlie v arious township 
and county contests, and those who 
were successful today will take part 
in the state contest which will b e held 
later. 
Although it is not generally known, 
the spelling contests which are creat­ 
ing so much interest throughout the 
state, are the result of a local con­ 
test which was held here last year at 
the suggestion of Postmaster PL A. 
Rerny. 
At that time he secured per- 
mission to giv e a list of words to the 
high school pupils and these 
were 
written and corrected. 
The 
result 
showed that there were a large num­ 
b er of memb ers in the high school 
who had neglected this phase of the 
course, and who were unab le to spell 
correctly many of the common words 
which were giv en. 
The report of the contest was giv en 
to the Indianapolis papers, and oth­ 
er schools throughout the state tried 
a similar plan. 
In sev eral places the 
same list of words used in the Sey­ 
mour 
schools 
was 
giv en 
and 
the 
result 
prov ed 
that 
many 
of the 
school 
children 
of 
the 
state were not giv ing the proper a t­ 
tention to spelling. 
Later former Superintendent 
of 
Pub lic Instruction, Rob ert .J. Alev 
b ecame interested in the v arious tests 
giv en in the state and b egan to make 
arrangement» for the spelling “b ee"" 
which are now b eing giv en. Much in­ 
terest has b een shown in the contests 
and the v arious superintendents de­ 
clare they hav e resulted in a greater 
enthusiasm in other departments of 
school work. 
There were two sessions to 
the 
meeting here today. 
The first 
was 
called this morning ab out 11 o'clock 
for the 
purpose 
of 
organization. 
County Superintendent J. E. Payne, 
of Jackson county, called the meet­ 
ing to order and introduced Super­ 
intendent John Olerkin, of the North 
Vernon schools who was 
chairman 
of the morning session. 
In his intro­ 
ductory remarks lie stated that this 
was the first time that a spelling con­ 
gest had b een held in the fourth dis­ 
trict, and he b eliev ed they would re­ 
sult in good for the schools. The con­ 
testants, he said, represented ov er 
two hundred thousand people in the 
fourth district, and for that reason 
were b eing watched with great inter­ 
est. 
In speaking of the b enefits de­ 
riv ed from the contests the speaker 
said that they had meant much for 
Jennings county. A large numb er of 
people who hav e not spoken to him 
ab out school questions for eight years 
or more hav e made many 
requests 
ab out the “b ees,” and also concerning 


other matters regarding the schools.. 
He said that many parents who had 
b ut little interest in the school work,, 
had spent hours in pronouncing words j 
to their children who took part in the 
“b ees.” 
Following 
the address 
excellent 
music was giv en b y the Lighth grade 
chorus. 
Superintendent J- A. Liuke 
of the local schools, was introduced 
and gav e a welcome address. 
Prof. Linke said that the credit for 
holding the contest here was 
dim 
largely to 
Superintendent 
Payne. 
When it was decided to conduct a 
district match he and Superintendent j 
Payne talked the matter ov er and 
decided that as Seymour had a new] 
school b uilding, this would b e a good 
place to hold the district “b ee.” W hen 
it was suggested the other superin­ 
tendents of the district readily con­ 
sented to hav ing the contest here. I he 
speaker said that this was the logi­ 
cal V a c e to hav e the “b ee’ since it 
was the home of Mr. Kemy who Mas 
the originator of the contests. 
He 
gav e the contestants and v isitors a 
hearty welcome. 
After the close of the meeting the 
v arious county superintendents met 
in the office of Superintendent Linke 
and completed the plans for organi- 
zation. 
, . | 
The contest proper b egan at 
o'clock this afternoon. 
Before the 
contestants took their places along, 
the wall in front of the assemb ly] 
room they were instructed again as 
to how the contest would b e conduct­ 
ed. 
The words were pronounced b y 
Superintendent II. 
Knight, 
of 
Scottsb urg, b ut b efore they 
weie 
spelled the contestant to whom the 
word was giv en pronounced it again. 
This was done so that the spellers 
might know exactly what word they 
were attempting to >pell. 
The contests were giv en a test m 
oral work first. As soon a> the con­ 
testant- 
misspelled 
a 
word 
they 
were disqualified to continue in the 
“b ee.” 
When one-half of the con-] 
testants were spelled down the re- j 
maining numb er were giv en a test m 
written spelling. 
Prior to the test | 
each contestant was supplied with 
a list of fifty words which were pro- j 
nounced to them. 
These words hav e 
b een studied diligently 
for 
sev eral 
weeks. 
The manuscripts were 
cor­ 
rected immediately upon the comple­ 
tion of the written test and one-hall 
of the numb er who receiv ed the low­ 
est grades were retired from turthei 
competition. 
The contest w a s then continued b y 
those who were eligib le. 
The judges for the contest were

The contest wll prob ab ly not b e 
completed for sev eral hours us the 
contestants are well prepared and j 
-pelled- the words giv en them prompt -

lv . All of them are deserv ing ot much 
credit as there is considerab le honor 
in b eing ab le to compete in the dis­ 
trict contest. At 2:30 o’clock 
one- 
half of the contestants were out ot j 
the contest and at that time the man­ 
uscripts were distrib uted 
and 
the * 
written contest b egan. 
All the counties in the district were j 
represented with exception of Ohio] 
and Brown Counties. Sev eral ot the 
contestants were unab le to compete, 
in the contest and alternates 
were 
present. 
AH of the counties repre­ 
sented had three contestants 
with 
the exception of Switzerland, from 
which county there were only 
two, 
making the total numb er of contest­ 


ants twenty-three.

Local railway employes are deeply 
interested n the fate of the b ill now 
} b efore the legislature prov iding for 
! heav y standard twenty-four foot ca­ 
b ooses o n all railroads in the state. 
] This is one of the measures that or­ 
ganized trainmen of the state hav e 
b een pushng hard. 
The Seymour (). R. C. and B. R. T. 
Ix*th indorsed the proposition and are 
anxious for its passage. 
It has passed the senate and b een 
reported for passage b y the House 
Committee on Railroads. 
The rep­ 
resentativ es of the railway companies 
are now exerting ev ery influence to 
prev ent the b ill’s passage and threat­ 
en if it g e t s through the legislature to 
.b ring pressure to secure it- v eto b y 
the gov ernor. 
The railway companies, including 
tin* Pennsylv ania and B. A O. hav e 
issued a statement to the assemb ly 
giv ing their ob jections to the pro­ 
posed law. 
They claim it will cost 
the companies $ 2,000,000 to replace 
within the next four years the 
2,000 
cal)ooses now in use in the, state for 
which they will receiv e no return. The 
life of a cab oose is ab out 27> years and 
the cost of those in use is from 
$9 00 
to $ 1000. The proposed kind would 
cost $1,200. 
The railways ask that 
the hill he amended so a> not to a f­ 
fect cab ooses now in use as do the 
laws passed in Illinois and Ohio. The 
b ill prov ides that railways comply 
with it" prov isions b y June. 19 14. Af­ 
ter that date tin* old cab ooses would 
go to the scrap pile. 
In their reply to the statement b y 
the railways the trainmen charge that 
the co"t to companies i> the argument 
used b y the roads whenev er the em­ 
plo y es ask for legislation that stands 
for the protection of life and limb . 
The reply further says: The Mo-I 
non, Nickle Plate. Michigan Central. 
Lake Shore and other railroads hav e 
large cab ooses for their employes and j 
the reports show that the death and 
injured list is v ery small on iIh*"<*: 
roads in comparison with other rail­ 
roads in this state. 
The sav ing of money through liti­ 
g a tio n for death and injuries would in 
a few y ea rs far exceed the amount 
tin* companies would 
Ik* put to b y the 
b uilding o f larger and safer ca ho o -.es.

Indianapolis, Feb. 18.—Next Tues­ 
day night a joint caucus of house and 
senate Democrats will he held to con­ 
sider congressional and legislative ap­ 
portionment and other matters.

not lawfully do In the state of its in­ 
corporation. 


Public Accounting Law. 
Changes of important nature were 
made in the senate bill to amend the 
uniform public accounting law by the 
house committee on judiciary , which 
filed its report. 
The relations of the 
chief examiner and the two deputies 
are changed so that they shall have 
equal power, except as to membership 
on the hoard of accounts, and shall 
constitute the state board of examin­ 
er*. 
The salary of the member to be 
designated the chief examiner was re­ 
duced from $4,000 a y ear to $3,500 a 
y ear, and the salaries of the deputies 
w ere left at $3,000 a y ear each. 
The 
state board of accounts, composed of 
the governor, auditor of state and the 
chief examiner, was preserved. 
That part 
o f the present law which 
provides that the reports of the exam­ 
iners shall constitute prima facie evi­ 
dence in suits to recover on shdM ug 
made, was changed so that the rsfjort« 
shall not constitute such evidence, but 
m ay be filed and used as exhibits, as 
exhibits ace filed and ased in othar 
civil suit« .

Metehnikoff traced the cause of old 
age to the putrefactive bacteria that 
m ake their home in the intestines. 
These 
bacteria 
throw 
off 
poisons 
which cause ill health, old age and 
finally death. 
T he way to dislodge 
thou» is to give them a dose of their 
own medicine. 
The lactic a d d bac­ 
teria which are found in sour milk pro­ 
duce an acid which is fatal to their 
poisonous relatives.

Post Office Department Recommends 


That Patrons Provide Convenient 


Receptacles. 


The po-t office department is rec­ 
ommending: that the patrons o f city 
delivery service provide private mail 
boxes at their residences and to this 
end lias i-sued fo r distribution a cir- 
cu lar as follows : 
“ B y direction o f the Post Office D e­ 
partment, the attention of patrons of 
this office i- invited to the advantages 


of providing facilities fo r the receipt 
o f their mail by erecting conveniently, 
accessible boxes or cutting suitable 
slots in their doors. 
Such action 
would enable the postmaster to give a 
prompter and better delivery service 
with the means at bis disposal, since 
the carrier can cover much more te r­ 
ritory in less time it not compelled to 
wait for an answ er to their ring. P r i­ 
vate receptacles fo r mail are also a 
great convenience to the householder, 
obviating the necessity o f rescin d in g 
to the carrier's call at ineonvient m o­ 
ments and permitting the safe d eliv­ 
ery of mail in the absence of members 
o f the household. 
They also prevent 
the occasional necessity of c a rrie r’s 


proceeding on 11L- route without de­ 
livering mail because o f failure to 
answer his ring within a reasonable 
tin!«*, and enable him to make d eliver­ 
ies to patrons living near the end of 


the route at an earlier hour.
